No man, 
however, had dared to contend that 
within tho narrow limits of the two 
islands, four assemblies, with four exec- 
utives, could be operative in harmony 
with one imperial parliament. He, him- 
self, could not believe that this childish 
imitation of the United States consti- 
tution could ever commend itself to 
the judgment of the Hritish people. 
[Cheers.] He, therefore, would put the 
idea aside as not Immediate to the dis- 
;ussion. The home rule bill had been 
brought forward to meet the liberal 
party's necessities, which were con- 
nected with Irish agitation and Irish 
:rlme. ["Hear, hear."] Never had such 
an Important constitutional change 
been proposed with suchtllmsy reasons. 
Substantial arguments for the neces- 
sity of the measure could be cnumcr- 
ated on the finger* of one hand Two 
ot these arguments were that the union 
bad failed and that coercion had failed. 

"If you commit this great political 
:r!me," said Mr. Ualfour In closing his 
speech, "you make yourselves responsi- 
ble for an irreparable national disaster, 
and all hopes of a peaceful and united 
Ireland will vanish forever." 

As Mr. Gladstone rose to address the 
house the cheering was renewed. Like 
Mr. Balfour, he was In splendid form. 
Ells voice was clearer and fuller than 
before during the session, and his move- 
ments have evidence of unusual energy 
and earnestness. The principal weap- 
3ns of the opposition, he said, were 
bold assertion, persistent exaggeration, 
constant misconstruction and copious 
arbitrary and baseless prophecies. 
True; there were conflicting financial 
arrangement* to be dealt with, but 
among the difficulties nothing existed 
which ought to abash or terrify men 
desirous to accomplish a great object. 
The opposition had evaded steadfastly 
the real question of the second read- 
ing—how must Ireland be governed if 
this bill be rejected? Lord Salisbury 
bad asked for twenty years of coer- 
cion, but as the policy of converting 
Ireland to Protestantism, inaugurated 
under Queen Elizabeth, had failed 
down to the present time, what ground 
was there for hope that in but twenty 
years more it would succeed? The late 
government had started with a major- 
ity of 120. Neither the children nor 
grandchildren of this generation would 
see such a majority again. Yet the 
whole fabric of their policy had failed, 
and what guarantee was there that it 
would not fail again? The present bill 
sought to close a controversy that had 
lasted for centuriea Ireland's loyal ac- 



There had been no disaffection of the 
Irish mind since the door of hope had 
been opened." 

The announcement that the bill had 
passed the second reading by a vote of 
847 to 304 was the signal for more cheers 
and hat waving. There was another 
demonstration when Mr. Gladstone left 
the house.

M. Stewart, of Nevada, is very indig- 
nant at the expressions of New York 
bankers who favor the issuance oi 
bonds to roplenlsh the gold reserve, and 
who oppose the estoppel to the the Issu- 
ance of gold certificates. Senator 
Stewart Is one of tho lcsdlng free coin- 
ago advocates in congress, and he sees 
in the distance a raid upon silver by the 
proscnt administration with a view to 
forcing the repeal of tho silver pur- 
chasing act He does not relish very 
naturally the way Secretary Carlisle re 
fers to silver as belonging to the cate 
gory of "lead. Iron, or any other com 
modltics." 

Senator Stewart quotes the law and 
declares that there is no authority for 
issuing bonds under the present condi- 
tions, that the resumption act only 
authorizes tho secretary of the treasury 
to issuo bonds to buy coin (silver or 
gold) to an extent necessary to redeem 
outstanding greenbucks. lie expressly 
declares that there Is but one outstand- 
ing obligation which must be redeemed 
in gold and that is the gold certificate.

When there Is not sufficient 
coin in the treasury to redeem green- 
backs he may sell bonds and' buy coin 
for the purposo under the resumption 

"When there i3n't sullicicnt coin for 
the redemption of treasury notes is- 
sued under tho act of 1W0, he must 
coin silver for that purpose. When 
there is sufficient of either gold or sil- 
ver coin in the treasury for the purpose 
of redemption, ho has no right to sell 
bonds. There is no possible authority 
or excuse for a bond issue now, aud 
none will be made.

. * Thejr Escape. 



Pepper Thrown Into the Eyes of the 
Guard and Disarmed. 



Tna Cell of Wlfr.I-olsoncr larlylo W. 
Harris Opened. Hut Ho Itrfi.sej to 
Accept Liberty -A Remarkably 
Daring Escape From in.. .. 

Siwo Sing, N. Y., April 153.— Murder- 
ers Thomas Vail 1st it and Frank W. 
Rohlc both under sentence of death, 
have escaped from the condemned cells 
of Sing Sing* prison. The discovery 
was made at 5:40 o'clock Friday morn- 
ing. When Guard Olynn entered the 
condemned cell building as usual at 
that hour, ho was astonished at discov- 
ing two night watchmen lockod In the 
murderers' cells. When the guards 
were released they told a strange story. 

Guard Hulse said that at 7 o'clock ho 
passed supper in to Palllster.when sud- 
denly the condemned man threw a 
handful of pepper into tho guard's 
eyes. 

llulso was blinded and Pallister 
rushed on him, took tho revolver awuy 
from the guard, anil under threats of 
death forced Hulse into his (I'allister's) 
cell, after first taking tho keys away 
from him. He then locked Hulse in the 
cell, and next unlocked the cell of the 
murderer, Frank Rohle. The two mur- 
derers then unlocked the cells of Car- 
lyle W. Harris and Murderer Osmond. 
They invited these two to escape with 
them. Both Harris and Osmond re- 
fused the offer to escape. 

Pallister and Rohle waited until 9 
o'clock, when Guard Murphy came on 
duty. As Murphy entered the corridor 
Pallister presented bis pistol at Mur- 
phy's head, and taking his keys also 
away from him, locked him in Kohle's 
cell. Then Pallister took Guard llulse's 
shoes and cap and put them on himself, 
threatening to kill tho guards if they 
made any outcry. The two murderers 
climbed to the top of the cells and 
knocked off the scuttle of the roof. 

In this way they got onto the roof, 
climbed Into the yard and made their 
escape, whether by river or ovor tho 
walls was not known Friday morning. 
The terribly stormy night, of course, 
facilitated their escape 

New Your, April 2i —Penitentiary 
Ouards Hulse and Murphy have been 
suspended, also Officers of tho Guard 
Glynn and Mahcr. Glynn and Maher 
are supposed to make the rounds of 
"murderers' row" and all the shops. 

In connection with the escape of the 
two condemned murderers, Kohlc and 
Pallister, it leaked out Friday morn- 
ing that a brother of Kohlc arrived 
in this city about ten days ago from 
Germany with (7.000 which Kohle had 
inherited. 

The brother upon his arrival here 
called upon Goldberg and McLaughlin, 
the prisoners' counsel, and informed 
them he was going to Sing Sing. 

After a stay of a few days there, he 
returned to this city and said he would 
immediately return to Europe lie is 
believed to have remained in this coun- 
try and assisted in his brother's escape.

Hai.kiou, N. C, April 33.— The su- 
preme court having decided that the 
land on which .Tamos City, in Craven 
county, is situated belongs to Jatnes A. 
Bryan and wife, tha mandate of the 
court haa been placed in the hands of 
the sheriff of Craven county to dispos- 
sess the 5,000 colored people living 
thereon. Sheriff Lone tried twice to 
execute the order of the court, and the 
parties hare refused to allow the 
sheriff to eject them. 

Thursday the sheriff went to James 
City with a posse of fifteen men. On 
their approach the town bell was rung 
and the sheriff found all the doors 
locked and the people assembled out of 
doors. Not less than 2,000 men and 
women were in the streets. They \ 
polite in a personal way to Sheriff L 
but they intimidated the posse so that 
the sheriff found himself without sup- 
port, and he returned to Newberne 
without executing his writs of eject- 
ment. 

The matter has been laid before Gov. 
Carr, and he has answered that ho can 
not order out the militia to aid the 
sheriff until ho has exhausted the pow- 
ers of CraTen county. The sheriff is 
now summoning a large posse, includ- 
ing the military company of Newberne, 
and he intends to make another effort 
to enforce the law. 

Mr. Uryan has offered very (liberal 
terms of lease, but the people having 
been put on the land by the federal 
army during the war and just after the 
occupation of Newberne, can not un- 
derstand how it Is that the state of 
North Carolina haa any jurisdiction 
over them.
